Homeless level hits roof

‘RECORD levels' of homelessness are 
forcing families and young people to 
live in poor quality housing and hotels 
as rents and house prices continue to 
soar, it can be revealed. 

In 2009/10 Luton Borough Council 
recorded 203 cases of homelessness 
but this rocketed to 1,169 cases in 
2013/14. In total 3,621 cases were 
recorded during that period. 

A five-year housing strategy set to be 
discussed by councillors on Tuesday 
has highlighted the issue as a ‘key stra¬ 
tegic priority’. 

According to the council’s figures, 
family and relationship breakdowns 
are the main cause behind the rise. 

fohn Archer, the CEO of housing 
charity LAMP, said a rising number of 
‘broken families’ meant more and 
more young people were seeking help 
from organisations such as his. 

One of his former clients, Labour 
councillor Amy O’Callaghan, said gov¬ 
ernment cuts were leaving ‘vital ser¬ 
vices threadbare’ and adding to the 
problem. 

She said: “As somebody who sought 
the help of LAMP when I was 16,1 know 
just how devastating it is to find your¬ 
self vulnerable and alone. 

“Too many people in this report 
found themselves where I did; a young 
person whose relationship with their 
parents had broken down entirely. 

“LAMP helped me find friendship in 
other young people who were going 
through the same situation I was; they 
helped me navigate forms with Luton 
Borough Council for the benefits I 
needed in order to get a roof over my 
head and food in my fridge; and they 
helped me through college at a time 
where I was distracted and chaotic. 

“Their work, like so many other 


homeless charities in Luton, is endless. 

“Those under 24, seeking shelter, are 
now being told that they will not 
receive housing benefit; something 
which I would not have been able to 
survive without. 

“People leaving their homes to flee 
violent relationships are faced with ref¬ 
uges oversubscribed, and even worse, 
closing down.” 

Mr Archer said: “We are struggling as 
rents are rising while the local housing 
allowance is frozen, leading to a seri¬ 
ous gap in funding. 

“For example, a year to 15 months ago 
I could rent a 4-bed property for around 
£1,000 a month. 

“Now that same house would require 
a rent of between £1,400 and £1,600 and 
would need the additional expense of 
being prepared to get a house of multi¬ 
ple occupation (HMO) license. 

“But the local housing allowance has 
stayed unchanged. 

“It is becoming increasingly difficult 
to cover the costs of housing for many 
people in Luton. 

“This is the same story for other indi¬ 
viduals and families where rents are 
rising far faster than housing benefit, 
and it is becoming increasing difficult 
to cover the costs of housing for many 
people in Luton.” 

Responding to the issue, Labour 
councillor Tom Shaw said: “There are 
more changes to housing benefit com¬ 
ing and with the new housing act it’s 
just going to get worse. 

“With no social housing being built I 
don’t think people realise just how bad 
it’s going to get. 

“Every plan we have is a work in pro¬ 
gress, we’ve got temporary plans but 
we need to keep working to try and 
solve the problem of homelessness.” 

The news comes as it is also revealed 
rent prices in Luton have soared.

Oily: Cuts put us at risk in 
aftermath of Paris attack

POLICE and crime commission¬ 
er Oily Martins has warned the 
force does not have the resources 
to do its bit in thwarting national 
terror plots. 

Mr Martins this week warned 
there are currently 120 people 
across the eastern region, 49 of 
whom are in Bedfordshire, who 
officers are trying to prevent 
becoming radicalised. 

He also said the county has ‘one 
of the highest concentrations of 


dangerous and active Islamist 
extremists in the country,’ though 
he declined to give a figure. 

Bedfordshire’s cop boss said 
there have been a number of ter¬ 
ror plots linked to Luton, but it 
would hard to identify suspects if 
officers are taken off the ground. 

He said: “Most of the plots 
haven’t actually been about com¬ 
mitting attacks in Luton or 
Bedfordshire, they’ve been about 
going to other places and commit¬ 
ting terrorist acts. 

“I want to be in a position to 
avoid us getting anywhere near 


that in the first place.” 

Bedfordshire Police has just 163 
officers per 100,000 population 
which is below the national aver¬ 
age of 226. 

Mr Martins has now written to 
the prime minister asking for 
more money to fight terror follow¬ 
ing the devastating attacks in 
Paris last Friday. 

In the letter he said there’s a ‘real 
danger of the force being a weak 
link in the nation’s security’. 

He said after cuts he’s left with a 
‘sticking plaster model of policing 
where you wait for the bad stuff 


to happen and you then turn up 
and stick a plaster on it’, without 
being able to stop it in the first 
place. 

He added: “What I’m talking 
about is having properly resourced 
neighbourhood policing, building 
confidence with communities 
and picking up on the community 
intelligence at the very earliest 
stage. 

“That way we are spotting peo¬ 
ple becoming radicalised before 
they get to the point of being moti¬ 
vated to want to commit terrorist 
atrocities.”

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What a load of rubbish! 
Cuts linked to dumping

LIBERAL Democrat councillors are 
saying ‘we told you so' to their 
Labour colleagues after the number 
of flytipping incidents rose after cuts 
to a town’s street cleaning budget. 

Luton Borough Council is being 
urged to do more to reduce rubbish 
dumping following the revelation 
that incidents have risen by more 
than 1,000 in the last three years. 

In 2012/13 the authority recorded 
2,650 incidents of fly-tipping, a figure 
which rose to 3,262 in 2013/14 and 
4,273 in 2014/15. 

In addition to this, the town’s street 
cleaning budget has been reduced by 
£950,000 and the number of cleaning 
staff has also been cut. Leader of the 
Luton Lib Dems, cllr David Franks, 


said: “Liberal Democrat councillors 
have repeatedly asked Labour to 
invest a small part of the £lm they are 
saving every year in enforcement to 
catch people dropping litter and 
dumping furniture. The cuts ^ 
made over the last three^^ 
years mean the annual 
budget for dealing with lit- 
ter and fly-tipping is now M 
more than £lm smaller I 
than it was. ■ 

“Our town is getting dirt- ^ 
ier and I am receiving more 
complaints than ever. 
Whatever they say, the deci- ^ 
sion to charge for collecting scrap 
furniture has had a major impact.” 

Ashuk Ahmed, a resident who has 
posted images online of dumped 
mattresses, fridges and a bathtub, 
said the problem was down to coun¬ 


cil’s decision last year to charge £25 
for the disposal of bulky waste. 

He said: “The council’s excuse is 
that people can take it to the tip for 
free but the problem is that if you 
want to take it yourself, you

m “It’s a no-brainer.” 

I A council spokesman said: 
W “It does not appear that 
W charging for bulky house- 
" hold waste collections alone 
has been responsible for this 
increase, instead it should be 
seen in context given increases in the 
population generally. 

“There is simply no excuse for fly¬ 
tipping in Luton and members of the 
public in fact still have a choice when 
disposing of their bulky waste.”

Call for BBC to backtrack after ‘bigot’ row 


A PETITION to get BBC Three Counties radio presenter lain 
Lee back on the airwaves had been signed by almost 3,000 
people at the time of going to press. 

The host ‘quit’ his show after he called a woman a ‘bigot’ 
on air during a debate about homophobia last week. 

The interview involved Libby Powell of Christian Concern 
who was defending prison gardener Reverend Barry Trayhorn 
who said he was being persecuted for telling prisoners to 
‘repent’ for their homosexuality. 

In the interview lain asked her if she supported bigotry. 
When she attempted to refute him, he responded with ‘hom¬ 
ophobia is bigotry. Do you support bigotry?’ 

He also said ‘you’ve chosen not to question it, because 
you’re a bigot’ when she defended anti-gay teachings. 

The BBC and Mr Lee have issued an apology but when 
asked on Twitter if he was returning to the show, he simply 
replied ‘no.’ 

A spokeswoman for the BBC said: “The BBC - and lain Lee 
himself - wish to apologise for any offence that may have 
been caused, lain Lee will no longer be presenting his show.” 

On Wednesday a petition to reinstate him, created by Julian 
Williams from Milton Keynes, had been signed by 2,700 peo¬ 
ple. Luton on Sunday contacted Mr Lee’s agent for comment 
but we were told he is unable to speak about the matter at 
this time.

Neil Slaven, commercial 
manager at Luton-based 
ariline easyjet spoke about a 
plan to create the link as part 
of a medium term strategy. 

Mr Slaven said: “There is a 
definite possibility of a mass 
transit rail link between the 
station and the terminal. 

“I don’t have any concrete 
details yet and the final say is 


out of our hands but indica¬ 
tions its on progress are very 
promising. 

“I feel this development 
would push Luton into the 
top tier of London Airports.” 

The plan was first men¬ 
tioned in July as part of an 
expansion of the airport 
which would see its annual 
passenger capacity jump 
from 12 million to 18m. 

Mr Slaven added: “Our 
growth at Luton is higher 
than most of our other air¬ 
ports and we’re working very 
closely with them to try and 
improve passenger experi¬ 
ence and this would be 


another step.” 

A Luton Airport spokes¬ 
woman said: “We are exam¬ 
ining all solutions to create a 
fixed link between Luton 
Airport Parkway and the ter¬ 
minal building. 

“This work is ongoing along¬ 
side our activity to increase 
the number of fast train ser¬ 
vices from central London to 
Luton Airport Parkway from 
one to four. 

“These developments will 
create a world-class rail link 
to the airport making it more 
accessible for the increasing 
numbers of passengers who 
are travelling with us.”

Watchdog’s delay halts 
inquest until next year 


A FURIOUS coroner has 
slammed the Independent 
Police Complaints Commision 
(IPCC) for taking too long to 
produce its report into the 
death of Istiak Yusuf. 

The IPCC’s failure to finish 
the report, which was due to 
be ready in time for Istiak’s 
inquest next month, has 
pushed the hearing back now 
until May. 


At a pre-hearing in Ampthill 
on Thursday, coroner Tom 
Osborne accused the IPCC of 
‘almost holding the coroner’s 
service in contempt’. 

Six police officers have been 
under investigation by the 
IPCC following Istiak’s death 
in custody on June 13. 

Mr Osborne said the delay 
was ‘unfair’ on the family of 
Istiak, 25.

Rent rate spike may 
push our poorest out

THE cost of renting in Luton has risen by 
more than 10 per cent in the last year, new 
figures have revealed. 

A report by produced by Landbay Rental 
Index showed a 10.4 per cent increase in 
rental prices over the last 12 months. 

Councillor Tom Shaw, portfolio holder for 
housing and environment, said: “It’s bad at 
the moment and it’s only going to get worse. 

“In a meeting the council had last week with 
a number of housing associations they are 
pulling people out of Luton due to the cost.” 

This, he says, is in part due to the ‘pay to 


stay’ government policy, which means house¬ 
holds earning more than £30,000 pay market 
prices for their rents, doubling the current 
average rate to £800 a month. 

Mr Shaw added: “It’s just as bad for private 
tenants as well, it’s just becoming unafforda¬ 
ble.” 

He alleges this will force some of the worst 
off people in Luton out of the town. 

On what the council plans to do, he said: 
“We’re not going to give up, we’re going to 
keep biting at central government and hous¬ 
ing remains our number one priority. 

“If it carries on like this, a lot of people are 
going to end up losing their homes in the 
town. We’re yet to see the worst of this.”

YOUNG people sometimes 
get a bad press.

A BOOKMAKERS which had its plan to open 
a shop in the town centre rejected has said it 
is considering lodging an appeal. 

William Hill wanted to move into a vacant 
unit in George Street - an area already served 
by two other bookies. 

The proposal had been opposed by residents 
and neighbouring businesses, including 
another betting shop, but William Hill said it 
could have created five jobs if it had been 
given the green light. 

A William Hill spokesman said: “We are dis¬ 
appointed that the planning permission 
application has been refused. 

“Obviously, we conduct extensive market 
research before undertaking these applica¬ 
tions and with no William Hill in the town, we 
feel that the presence of such a prominent 
brand would only benefit the area. 

“We are considering our options with regards 
to an appeal.” 

Following the planning refusal some resi¬ 
dents posted messages online supporting the 
council’s decision. 

Nick Daniels said: “Good work! Betting 
shops bring nothing but misery and are wide¬ 
ly seen as a sign of a deprived area. 

“The small number of jobs it would’ve 
brought are far outweighed by all the prob¬ 
lems they cause.” 

Luton Borough Council, whose officers, 
made the decision, said it was a delegated item 
determined at officer level so councillors were 
not involved in the application. 


Right up your street 

Neolithic roots I I 
of town’s roads - * 
are revealed \ 

THIS week Howard Chandler writes about the 
streets which have stood the test of time... 

I have another candidate for the oldest street, 
or rather three streets, in Luton. 

Variously described as a road, path, or 
series of tracks and said to date back 5,000 
years, Icknield Way has been traced from 
Norfolk to the Dorset Coast. 

Bedfordshire historian Joyce Godber wrote 
that after victory at Hastings in 1066, the 
Norman army approached up the Icknield 
Way and seized the royal manors of Luton, 
Leighton and Houghton Regis. 

Writing of his 1913 journey, the author 
Edward Thomas paints a vivid picture of the 
Leagrave of 100 years ago as he walked from 
Norfolk to Wiltshire. The Icknield Way Trail in 
Bedfordshire is one of four National Paths 
following the entire route. 

If you want to walk in the footsteps of our 
Neolithic ancestors start at Roman Road, 
cross Marsh Road into Icknield Road and 
continue along Icknield Way to Warden Hills.

The Bear battles to 
avoid a grizzly end

A DECISION on the future of a popular jazz 
venue is expected in the coming days. 

Justin Doherty, owner of The Bear Club, is 
due to meet Luton Borough Council tomorrow 
following noise complaints made about the 
venue earlier this month. 

A spokesman for the club said: “They [the 
council] are still planning to serve him a 
notice, though the club has submitted plans 
with professional advice about how it intends 
to insulate more.” 


Those plans will be released to the public in 
the coming days. 

While the venue still faces an uncertain 
future, the people of Luton and a number of 
musicians have rallied to save The Bear, with 
more than 4,000 people signing a petition to 
urge the council to keep it open. 

A spokeswoman for the authority said: “The 
council very much wants to see local busi¬ 
nesses prosper, and for the town to have a 
positive night-time economy, which is why we 
make significant efforts to resolve any noise 
complaints with businesses without the need 
to issue noise abatement notices.”

HUNDREDS of people unit¬ 
ed on Monday morning for a 
vigil to remember those who 
lost their lives in the attacks 
in Paris. 

People of all backgrounds 
gathered outside Luton 
Town Hall for a minute’s 
silence, including residents, 
officials, councillors and 
representatives from Luton 
Council of Laiths and Luton 
Borough Council. 

Cllr Hazel Simmons, 

Leader of Luton Borough 
Council, said: “I was over¬ 
come with sadness watching 
these terrible events unfold. 

“My thoughts and prayers 
go out the innocent victims 
of these senseless, heinous 
and unfathomable crimes. 
It’s too hard to comprehend 
that people who were simply 
enjoying a night out with 
friends and family could be 
targeted in this way.” 

The attack on the Trench 
capital by ISIS terrorists 
killed 129 people and 
injured close to 100 more. 

Rehana Laisal, represent¬ 
ing both the Sunni and 
Luton Council of Mosques, 
said: “The Muslim 
Community of Luton are 
deeply saddened and 
appalled by the horrific 



attacks which took place in 
Paris yesterday. 

“The level of barbarism 
and violence shown by the 
perpetrators is truly horren¬ 
dous. This was an indis¬ 
criminate attack on the 
whole of humanity and has 
touched the lives of us all, 
regardless of nationality, 
faith or background. 

“Such attacks are designed 
to polarise communities and 
turn neighbour against 
neighbour. We are commit¬ 
ted in ensuring that they do 


not achieve their objective.” 

Zafar Khan, chairman of 
Luton Council of Laiths, said 
‘an attack on one is an attack 
on all’ and called for all 
communities to come 
together and ‘work even 
harder for peace and harmo¬ 
ny in our world’. 

Dawood Masood, of the 
Quba Trust said: “I am pro¬ 
foundly saddened by the loss 
of innocent lives in Paris, 
and my deepest condolences 
are with the family and 
friends of the victims, and

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Golden ring has 
given Ruby hope 


FOR the past few years 
Christmas and New Year have 
been tough for Ruby Rackley and 
her family. 

On New Year’s Day in 2014, 
Martin, 38 and Emma Rackley, 

39, from Five Oaks, Caddington, 
found themselves with their 
daughter in hospital being told 
Ruby, three, had an aggressive, 
incurable brain tumour. 

“That’s when it all got very real,” 
said Martin. “Ruby had been sick 
in the run up to Christmas and 
the GP thought it might be a food 
allergy. On New Year’s Day Ruby 
was getting worse so we took her 
to hospital. Every test came back 
clear but the MRI scan didn’t. 
That’s when a year’s worth of 
chemotherapy started. 

“Last Christmas, Ruby was still 
going through her treatment but 
we were finally allowed home at 
6pm on Christmas Eve. But it was 
a Christmas filled with worry and 
anxiety,” Martin said. 

Ruby finished her chemothera¬ 
py in February this year, but it 
left her immune system vulnera¬ 


ble. We couldn’t be the normal 
parents we wanted to be,” Martin 
said. “We couldn’t take Ruby to 
playgroups because if another 
child had a cold, Ruby could end 
up in hospital for weeks. 

“We were so pleased to find 
Keech Elospice Care. Ruby loves 
going to its Tots and Toys play¬ 
group every week. And the par¬ 
ents we meet are going through 
the same things we are. You feel 
normal. Without Keech, I know 
we’d be in a very different place. 

It would certainly be a lonely 
place. We would be sitting at 
home with a very sick kid think¬ 
ing, is this it? 

“After so long in hospital, Ruby 
became scared of her hands 
being dirty. Each time a doctor 
had touched her, they would rub 
sanitiser into their hands. She 
picked this up and developed a 
serious phobia. She couldn’t 
stand even the slightest touch. 

“Keech helped us. Its play spe¬ 
cialist, Jenny, came to our house 
every week and brought normal 
toys, but also some messy play: 


cooked pasta, Playdoh, jelly or 
sand. Week by week, Ruby 
learned to play and get messy 
You wouldn’t believe she’s the 
same kid. I feel like I’ve got my 
daughter back. 

“If you’d have asked me last 
week what Christmas would be 
like this year, I’d have just 


thought about the sheer hell of 
the last two, the constant worry I 
feel but smiled too as Ruby loves 
Christmas and she’s getting her 
first bike from Santa. 

“But last week the hospital rang. 
They said Ruby’s chemotherapy 
had worked! The tumours still 
there, it’s the size of a ping-pong 
ball, but right now it’s stable. I 
cannot describe the relief I feel, 


the weight of the world, for now 
at least, has been lifted off my 
shoulders. We’ll always have the 
worry and the heartache that 
Ruby might not live long enough 
to go to college, get married or 
have her own children.” 

But for this year, after that tele¬ 
phone call - this Christmas Ruby 
and the Rackleys will be celebrat¬ 
ing.

Pre-heat the oven to 190°c 
In a large shallow casserole dish add 
a tablespoon of oil and cook the 
sausages for around 2 minutes until 
they are coloured. 

Add the parsnips and shallot, season 
with salt and pepper and stir. 

Bake in the oven for 25 minutes, giving 
a shake once or twice. Whilst the 
sausages and parsnips are cooking in 
the oven: 

A. In a frying pan, heat the butter 
and once foaming add the pears, 
frying off for 5 minutes until the flesh 
is caramelised and golden brown. 
Remove and rest on a plate until 
needed. 

B. In a small saucepan, deep-fry the 
sage in oil. Remove with a slotted 
spoon and blot with kitchen paper to 
remove excess oil. 

C. After 25 minutes of baking, add the 
pears and pecans to the sausages 
and drizzle with the maple syrup. Bake 
for a further 10 minutes. 

D. To serve, place in the middle of the 
table and scatter with the crispy sage 
leaves. 

Top tip: Chunks of blue cheese can 
be added at the end for a more 
indulgent dish.

BARBARA Hepworth’s abstract 
sculptures fetch huge prices - 
one sold for over £4 million last 
year - and she’s a favourite with 
many creative women including 
Tracey Emin, model Lily Cole, 
comedian Jenny Eclair and 
fashion designer Margaret 
Howell, who are all big fans. 

It’s 40 years since the 


Yorkshire-born artist’s death 
and a retrospective last month at 
Tate Britain featured many of 
her greatest works, plus rarely 
seen pieces. 

Hepworth won a scholarship 
to the Leeds School of Art, 
where she studied alongside 
Henry Moore, discovering 
modern art with him on trips to 


Paris. She created more than 600 
sculptures in a 50-year career, 
including the huge bronze 
sculpture outside the UN 
building in New York. 

Hepworth moved to St Ives in 
1939 and lived there until her 
dramatic death in a fire.

QUEEN of Steam Jackie Collins 
had a private life almost as 
colourful as some of the 
characters in her raunchy 
novels. 

She was expelled from a 
private girls’ school at 15 after 
throwing her uniform into the 
Thames. Then as a young stage 
singer she appeared alongside 
the likes of Des O’Connor and 
reportedly had an affair with 
Marlon Brando when she was 15 


and he was 29. She and sister 
Joan started appearing in 
British B movies, but Jackie 
largely gave up acting in the 
1960s. 

The novelist, who died of 
breast cancer in September aged 
77, sold more than 500 million 
copies in 40 countries with her 
tales of the rich and famous, in a 
career spanning four decades.

Hyundai i30 

Take a look inside... 


The Hyundai i30 delivers a pol¬ 
ished performance in its updated 
guise, ushering in more efficient 
engines, a zippy Turbo model, a 
seven-speed dual-clutch trans¬ 
mission and some classy styling 
updates. Hyundai has come a 
long way very quickly, but it’s 
hard not to be impressed by the 
maturity of this i30’s execution. 

The idea of a sporty Hyundai 
hatchback would have had us 
rolling in the aisles a few years 
back but we’ve seen sister com¬ 
pany Kia debut the genuinely 
credible pro_cee’d GT model, 
so it was about time Hyundai got 
with the program. The i30 Turbo 
does what it says on the tin, of¬ 
fering a 186PS turbo motor that 
will zip it to 62mph in 8 seconds 
and on to I 36mph, so it’s not 
really hot. 

Of more relevance to the 
vast majority of i30 buyers are 
the revised petrol and diesel 
engines that make up the rest 
of the range. Buyers will have 
a choice of two diesel options 
- a 1.6-litre engine available in 
either I 10 or 136ps outputs. 
Those who prefer petrol can 
choose either a 1.4-litre I OOPS 
unit or a 1.6-litre 120PS engine 
as well as the Turbo model. The 
1.6-litre diesel and the 1.6-litre 
petrol GDI engines are available 


with a seven-speed dual-clutch 
transmission (7DCT). This has 
replaced the previous six-speed 
torque-converter automatic and 
improves both acceleration and 
economy. 

The post-2012 i30 is a car 
that has matured a lot from 
the original i30 and it’s a really 
assured piece of design. Hyundai 
resisted the urge to go over the 
top in order to show what they 
could do and has instead created 
something that’s quite discreet 
and classy. The latest model 
tweaks the look a little with a 
few minor changes such as the 
slightly more assertive hexagonal 
grille. 

Also, the interior design is neat 
with plenty of metallic and silver 
painted finishes on display. 

Yes, it is a ‘mere’ facelift, but 
this is so much more than a 
grille, lights and bumpers job. 
The engines are impressive, 
the Turbo model underscores 
the extension of the i30’s brand 
equity upmarket and everything 
is tuned and fettled to be a few 
per cent better. While it’s not 
possible for Hyundai to make 
the vaulting gains it has done to 
be where it is, the i30 shows 
that improving incrementally still 
puts it on collision course with 
the very best cars in its class.

Now that the winter months are with us there comes the 
prospect of ice, snow, and frost. Just at the moment the 
UK is also experiencing a substantial increase in rainfall 
levels, all of which can expose badly worn or illegal tyres — 
particularly those having less than the legal 1.6mm of tyre 
tread. 

□rivers with illegal tyres risk loss of control of their vehicle 
and a possible accident, not to mention a possible fine and 
three points on the license...ouch! 

Whilst the last few winters were relatively mild, there is 
always the possibility that this winter will be a bad one and 
many weather forecasts are predicting a long spell of cold 
and freezing temperatures hitting our shores in the next 
few weeks. For that reason motorists should make sure 
that their tyres are in good condition. 


Here are four quick tips to help you check if your tyres 
are ready for winter. 

1. Check the tread depth. The law requires a minimum 
of 1.6mm of tread although experts recommend that 
drivers should consider changing tyres when the tread 
falls below 3.0mm 

2. Tyre pressures. These should be checked 
regularly and adjusted according to the 
manufacturer’s handbook. Under no 
circumstances should tyre pressures be 
reduced for driving in snow, it is totally incorrect 
to think that by doing this that the tyre’s 
footprint is enlarged. 

3. General tyre condition. Check this regularly and 
especially any sidewall damage which might have been 
caused by hitting a kerb. 

4. Spare tyre. Check it, it’s in the boot and check it for 
both tread depth and pressure so that if in an emergency 
the tyre has to be fitted it is safe and legal. 

You might also wish to check for uneven wear. Many cars 
have tyres/wheels that are misaligned and this can cause 
excessive wear on tyre edges and lead to premature 
replacement. 

Remember the only place your car actually touches the 
road surface is the tyres...make sure they’re fit for 
whatever the winter has to offer and if they do need 
replacing visit www.onlinetyrestore.com where you will 
find over 500,000 tyres available to fit locally.

Farewell to 
a true giant 


It’s not often an individual can 
say he or she changed their 
sport forever, but Jonah Lomu, 
who died on Wednesday at the 
all-too-young age of 40, could 
have made such a claim. 

His humble manner meant he 
never did so, but rugby union 
was never the same after he 
burst on the scene so spectacu¬ 
larly with New Zealand in the 
1995 World Cup in South Africa. 

Previously, players of Lomu’s 
size were mainly known for 
winning line-outs or adding 
ballast to a team’s pack of for¬ 
wards. They were not known for 
scorching down the wing. 

Lomu, 20-years-old at the time 
of that tournament, bulldozed 
his 6ft 4in, 18-stone frame 
through opposing side’s defenc¬ 
es at a frightening pace that left 
everyone else in rugby open- 
mouthed. 

There were some other great 
wingers at the time in the shape

of Rory Underwood, David 
Campese and Ieuan Evans, but 
their shape was about half a foot 
shorter and four stone lighter. 

Rugby simply had never seen 
anything like him before, 
prompting Will Carling to label 
him a ‘freak’ after he almost 
single-handedly destroyed his 
England team in the semi¬ 
finals. 

Within two minutes of that 
famous match in Cape Town 
getting under way, Lomu 
charged his way through a cou¬ 
ple of tackles before running 


straight over Mike Catt, who 
was his final hurdle before the 
try line. 

It was his first of four tries that 
afternoon and it propelled him 
into the level of global supers¬ 
tardom that no rugby player has 
matched since - not even the 
likes of Jonny Wilkinson or 
Richie McCaw. 

He also blazed a trail for his 
sport as it finally turned profes¬ 
sional, dragging it kicking and 
screaming into the 21st century. 

Unfortunately, a rare kidney 
condition was to eventually stop 
his career in its prime. Who 
knows how many more tries 
than the 37 he managed for the 
All Blacks he would have scored, 
had it not struck him down? 

Bryan Habana equalled his try 
tally (15) in Rugby World Cups 
this year, but had Lomu played 
in another after 1999, when he 
was still only 24, he would sure¬ 
ly still be head and shoulders

above the rest. 

His biggest legacy to the 
sport is there for all to see. 
Nowadays, it is common 
for a team to have a giant 
out on the wing with 
Julian Savea, George 
North and Nemani 
Nadolo all prevalent in 
the modern game. 

Whenever someone of 
their ilk begins to make 
an impact, compari¬ 
sons with Lomu are 
inevitable. When 
watching Savea’s try 
against France in 
October, his name was 
the first to come to 
this writer’s mind. 

He was truly ahead 
of his time. McCaw 
may have redefined 
his position in his 
glorious career, but 
Lomu redefined his 
sport.

Hooligans not proper 
Luton fans:’ says Still

Luton manager John Still con¬ 
demned pitch invaders as “hoo¬ 
ligans” after a small minority 
instigated violent clashes 
between fans during Luton’s 0-0 
draw at Stevenage. 

The contest erupted into ugly 
scenes after Hatters striker Paul 
Benson was sent off in the 86th 
minute, with a handful of people 
from the visiting end jumping 
the barriers and throwing 
punches at Boro fans in the adja¬ 
cent East Terrace. 

“I think, when you leave the 
area you’re supposed to be in, 
that’s when you cease to be a 
football supporter and you 
become a hooligan,” Still said, 
who was also goaded and inter¬ 
rupted during his post-match 
press conference, firing back a 



rebuke at the culprits causing the 
disturbance behind glass in the 
sponsors’ lounge. 

On the scenes at the end of the 
match, the 65-year-old added: 
“For the people that left where 


they should be and went to where 
they shouldn’t be, the game is not 
about that. If you think you’re a 
Luton supporter or a football 
supporter, you’re not. 

“Those people will maybe call 


themselves Luton supporters but 
they’re not Luton supporters 
because we don’t stand for that. 
Town sold out their 1,892 ticket 
allocation for the Hertfordshire- 
Bedfordshire derby and Still sug¬ 
gested that the people involved 
in the violence might not have 
been regular match-goers. 

He said: “[It was] a fantastic 
atmosphere. Our supporters, we 
know, are fantastic. It’s quite a 
local game, maybe we had people 
come that are not what I call 
proper Luton supporters. They’d 
have been the ones that were 
over there.” 

Luton captain Scott Cuthbert 
said: “It’s unacceptable. You 
come here to play football and 
the majority come here to watch 
and support the team. The last 
thing you want is to see hooli¬ 
gans like that jumping on [the 
pitch], throwing punches and 
starting fights. That’s not what 
it’s about.”

Ugly hooligan scenes from a bygone 
era and a Paul Benson red card 
marred a stalemate at Stevenage 
that Luton should have won. 

For large periods one could scarce¬ 
ly call this Hertfordshire- 
Bedfordshire derby a game of foot¬ 
ball, though the Hatters did try their 
level best to instigate one, twice hit¬ 
ting the crossbar in the second half. 

But the final five minutes ignited 
into violence, albeit from a mindless 
minority of visiting fans who -after 
the dismissal for a two-footed chal¬ 
lenge - invaded the pitch, ran over to 
the home supporters and threw 
punches. 

Whether the club they claim to 
support will face recriminations 
remains to be seen, but it would be 
harsh. Instead the individuals 
should be made an example of 
because there is no place for the 
thuggery we thought had been left 
behind in the 1980s. 

Either way it is a shame because 
there were positives for Town as they 
extended their unbeaten run for four 
games in all competitions, claiming 
their third clean sheet on the spin 
and, if not for the width of the wood¬ 


work, this would have been a gritty 
three points. 

However, there has been so much 
talk recently - after Jamie Vardy’s 
rise from a part-timer to an England 
international - about the untapped 
quality available in the lower 
leagues. John Still even contributed 
to it as something of an expert on the 
subject. Those pundits must never 
have taken in a match day at 
Broadhall Way, a ground where the 
battle plans are so decidedly aerial 
that the hosts must have special dis¬ 
pensation to play from the Civil 
Aviation Authority 

What blessed exemption that the 
majority of the 1,892 well-behaved 
Hatters fans were afforded a vantage 
point behind the goal in the Austin 
Stand. For those not so fortunately 
positioned it was whiplash and 
headache all round - death by a 
thousand long balls. 

Boro are certainly not a side cast in 
the playing style of manager Teddy 
Sheringham and, sadly in the first 
half, it reduced Luton to the same 
clodhopping level. 

The first sign of derby day devil¬ 
ment dripped into the contest just 
before the break when Danny Green 
- a rare bastion of quality - and Ben 
Kennedy got their handbags out and 
received an overly long talking to 
from referee Rob Lewis amid gestic¬ 
ulations of errant elbows. 

Josh McQuoid and Green were 
both denied, seconds apart, by 
Stevenage stopper Chris Day with 


Cameron McGeehan denied a sniff 
at the rebounds, Dean Wells with a 
goal-line clearance on the first. 

The defender appeared to handle 
in the area, three minutes into the 
second period, but there were few 
appeals from the visitors who, 
instead, seemed focus on instigating 


an actual football match. 

The momentum was all with Luton 
and Green, as the chief architect, but 
that ended when the winger was 
substituted straight after Benson 
was given his marching orders for a 
rash challenge on Kennedy. It lit the 
blue touch paper - unfortunately not 


for the right reasons. 

There was time for McQuoid to hit 
the bar with a header. But, as it can¬ 
noned back off the woodwork, with 
it went a chance to snatch a victory 
that the Hatters and the majority of 
fans deserved - but, sadly, not the 
knuckle-dragging few.
